e RCA Victor's soundtrack album, with vocals by popular song stylist Vicki 
Carr. 


e RCA Victor's Peter Nero performing some of the music from the film in 
an LP album, "The Screen Scene."

¢ Get in touch with the different record company local representatives or 
dealers and work out a saturation campaign. 


e Play the music over store and theatre pa systems. 


@ Combine all records, Matt Helm books, stills and posters from ''The Silen- 
cers’ for displays in windows and interiors of all sales outlets for the music 


and books.

‘SILENCERS’ BOOK-MUSIC-FILM PACKAGE 


Retail distributors of both the music from "The Silencers" and the paperback books, should 
be especially interested in putting together, and promoting, a special "The Silencers'' pack- 
age. It should include one or more of the recordings from the film, the Gold Medal edition 
of the Donald Hamilton novel and two tickets to your showing of ''The Silencers," purchased 
by the cooperating store in quantity and made available as part of the package deal. 


Package might be tied with red tape, if desired, and might also include a still from the pic- 
ture. These three-way packages should be featured in store window displays, in co-op ads, 
presented to media personalities and offered as theatre giveaways and contest prizes.

Literally hundreds of beautiful and talented young actresses were screened, auditioned and 


tested for the ''Slaygirls" in ''The Silencers.'' Play up the appearance of these spectacular 
beauties in your promotion of the picture. 


@ Stir up local interest by staging a search for six local beauties and nam- 

ing them ''Slaygirls."" Have contestants submit photos, their vital statistics and 

a brief biography to a selected panel of judges. Get co-sponsoring in the stunt 

from newspaper, TY or radio station. Post finalists’ photos on a theatre lobby 
board and have winners appear as guests on local radio/TV shows and inter- 

viewed by columnists and women's page editors. If there's a fashion show in 

town, have the girls show them, especially swimming apparel. 


e Have the girls wined and dined around town, traveling in a promoted limo 
and accompanied by one man, selected from applications sent in to a co- 
operating radio deejay. 

© Have the girls pose for photographers on the theatre stage or in the lobby, 
or for artists, with prizes awarded for the best pictures or drawings. Get lo- 
cal newspaper to run reproductions of the winners. 


e It may be possible to have each of your Slaygirls sponsored by a fashion or 
department store and be models for clothes in the store, with credits to the 
picture, of course.

Sometimes, in conversation, someone comes up with a retort or a wisecrack that is a "'silen- 
cer’ — it brings the conversation to a halt because it cannot be topped. Use this approach 
in a contest worked with scenes from the film, a caption-writing contest sponsored by a news- 
paper or television program.

Work with managers of local variety stores 
such as Grant, Woolworth's, J. C. Penney 
and Newberry's, who carry Marx products, 
and plan co-op window displays, demonstra- 
tions, advertising and contests offering the 
guns as prizes. 


Photographer Tie-In 


As Matt Helm in ''The Silencers,"’ Dean Mar- 
tin is a commercial photographer when he 
isn't employed as a super-secret agent, and 
his most popular subjects are girls, preferably 
"Slaygirls"’ posed in brief, attention-getting 
costumes. Work with your town's photog- 
raphers, commercial as well as amateur, in 
stunts to promote your playdate: 


@ Have them submit their most 
glamorous pictures of girls they 
have photographed, whom they 
nominate as the "'Slaygirl" ideal. 
The prints should be displayed on 
a lobby board, each photo identi- 
fied only by a number. Patrons and 
passersby can vote their choice of 
the girls to be selected as ''Slay- 
girls." Go after newspaper and 
television coverage. 

e Arrange for photographer 
models, garbed as "'Slaygirls,"" to 
pose in the lobby for amateur 
photographers. 


e Have photographers appear on 
a radio/TV panel show, relating 
their experiences photographing 
beautiful young women. 

e Put a photographer to work in 
your lobby, taking pictures of girl 
patrons, with prints at a special 
price. 


Bubble Bath 


One of the spectacular scenes in ''The Silen- 
cers'' shows Beverly Adams taking her morn- 
ing bath in a swimming pool-size tub, over- 
flowing with bubble-bath bubbles. For the 
opening of the picture in Chicago, a bevy 
of local beauties were interviewed in such an 
indoor swimming pool. 


e If a local store goes along with. 
the idea, have a ''Slaygirl,"' or local 
beauty, take a bubble bath in a 
window. A manikin in the ‘'bath'' 


would also fill the bill. 


e Promote small phials of bubble 
bath soap from a local store for 
presentation to patrons, media 
people, etc., with suitable credits. 


Bally Stunner! 

Send a pretty girl to news offices, radio/TV 
stations and local VIP's. She should be wear- 
ing a mink or other fur coat that covers her 
completely and, underneath, a bikini, as brief 
as they make them! When she contacts the 
personality being visited, she should com- 
ment on how warm it is in his office and doff 
the coat revealing a sign on a large ribbon 
around her middle with copy: ''Matt Helm 
Sends Greetings From ‘The Silencers!’ State 
Theatre."' After getting over her message, 
she dons her coat and leaves — fast!

Almost every day, in motion 
pictures and personal appearanc- 
es, Dean Martin proves he is one 
of the most versatile entertain- 
ers in show business. Currently, 
the proof is in “The Silencers,” 
the Columbia Pictures release at 
the Theatre in color, with 
Dean playing Matt Helm, a spe- 
cial agent with a sense of humor, 
a flair for fisticuffs and a hand 
for the girls. His “cover” is that 
of playboy-photographer. 

Dean is an _ accomplished, 
multi-talented actor, a fact that 
sometimes escapes many observ- 
ers who may be misled by his 
casual charm, the sophisticated 
ease with which he works and 
the subtle, effortless manner in 
which he takes on a role. 

It was because of this combi- 
nation of many talents plus, of 
course, the matchless Martin per- 
sonality, that producer Irving 
Allen and director Phil Karlson 
selected Dean for “The Silen- 
cers,” a  swift-paced action- 
and-intrigue comedy. Dean heads 
a cast that also includes co-stars 
Stella Stevens, Daliah Lavi, Vic- 
tor Buono, Arthur O’Connell, 
Robert Webber, James Gregory, 
Roger C. Carmel and Cyd Cha- 
risse. Featured are the “Slay- 
girls,” and Beverly Adams as 
Lovey Kravezit. 


In 1946, Dean was singing at 
the 500 Club in Atlantic City on 
the same bill with Jerry Lewis. 
When the club owner found him- 
self minus an act, Dean and 
Jerry went on as a double, and 
the team of Martin and Lewis 
was born. The audience loved 
them and a new chapter in show 
business opened, a bright chap- 
ter of shattered records in night 
clubs, theatres, TV and movies. 
Eight years and 16 pictures 
later, the team of Martin and 
Lewis was dissolved—the news 
hit the entertainment world like 
an H-Bomb. The reason behind 
the split-up was the simple fact 
that the best associations can 
wear thin and that both per- 
formers had reached the point 
where there were things they 
wanted to do separately. Their 
success as singles also is enter- 
tainment history.

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Review 


Dean Martin makes a delight- 
ful, different derring-do’er as 
super-sleuth Matt Helm in “The 
Silencers,” a Columbia Pictures 
release in color which opened 
yesterday at the Theatre, 
is a joy to behold. 

So are Dean’s antics and ro- 
mantics, the blithe insouciance 
with which he handles super- 
spies and super-weapons, and 
femme fatales who can kiss or 
kill with equal fervor. So are the 
lavish sets, and not-so-lavish but 
oh-so-exciting costumes of the 
aforementioned femme fatales— 
all of them, and there are many 
indeed! 

The girls include Stella Stev- 
ens, as a zany redhead unexpect- 
edly suspected of being an enemy 
agent and determined to prove 
she isn’t, even if it kills her, and 
Matt Helm. The girls include 
Daliah Lavi, as a sophisticated 
American agent whose wardrobe 
is a literal arsenal of death-deal- 
ing devices. They include Cyd 
Charisse, as a night club enter- 
tainer whose song-and-dance act 
is only a cover-up for her real 
work as an espionage agent. 
They include newcomer Beverly 
Adams as Lovey Kravezit. And 
they include a night club line 
of beauties known as the “Slay- 
girls.” 

“The Silencers” has Dean re- 
luctantly abandoning his play- 
boy life to resume his work for 
ICE, a top-secret U. S. intelli- 
gence outfit which must smash 
the “Big O.” The “Big O” is a 
Chinese organization whose 
headquarters are in a fantastic 
desert mountain cave to which 
Dean Martin as Matt Helm ulti- 
mately penetrates, and destroys, 
with the worrisome assistance of 
the incompetent, beautiful Miss 
Stevens. 

Also starred in “The Silenc- 
ers” are Victor Buono as the 
Chinese master-mind; Arthur O’- 
Connell, as a mysterious strang- 
er who keeps showing up when- 
ever there is trouble ahead; Rob- 
ert Webber and Roger C. Carmel 
as two of Dean’s major antagon- 
ists and James Gregory, as 
Dean’s ICE boss. 

Oscar Saul penned the imagi- 
native screenplay for “The Sil- 
encers,” based on novels by Don- 
ald Hamilton. The Meadway- 
Claude production was produced 
by Irving Allen and directed by 
Phil Karlson. Music is by Elmer

A specially constructed break- 
away station wagon duplicates 
another station wagon used in a 
key sequence, a love scene be- 
tween Dean Martin and Stella 
Stevens, It has push button cur- 
tains, hideaway beds and a 
sumptuous bar. The whole thing 
works from a small pushbutton 
control board right under the 
steering wheel, and it is almost 
as intriguing a bachelor’s “pad” 
as Dean Martin’s apartment in 
the film, with its multiple-pur- 
pose round bed. 

Another specially constructed 
automobile has a futuristic body 
design that probably will not ap- 
pear on the highway for a decade. 

Other vehicle costs included a 
station wagon and a limousine 
wrecked in a head-on collision in 
a special sequence filmed from a 
helicopter. 

Total value of all rolling stock 
in “The Silencers” comes to more 
than half a million dollars, a 
record, even for present day ad- 
venture films.
